AcaApEMyY CIirep ror War Work 

On Tuespay, February 13, on the War Manpower Commission’s program, 
“Work is Your Weapon,” the following announcement was made over Radio 
Station KGO: “Tonight we salute the workers in the Optical Repair Shop 
of the California Academy of Sciences. Performing work of the most exacting 
nature in the repair and servicing of optical and navigation instruments for 
the United States Navy, these men and women have never failed to meet 
a deadline for the sailing of a ship.” 

This was the first public announcement of a vital service which the Acad- 
emy has been rendering to the armed forces ever since the outbreak of war.

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ELEVENTH CALIFORNIA CONSERVATION WEEK 
Tur AcapeMy is pleased again to cooperate with the California Conservation 
Council in urging the observance of the eleventh “California Conservation 
Week,” March 7-14, 1945. A conservation poster exhibit has been placed in 
the Academy's Museum, and a similar exhibit has been loaned to the Palo 
Alto Children’s Museum. Members of the Academy’s staff will also give 
a number of lectures on conservation during this period. 

The picture on the cover of this News Letter, a photograph of the San 
Joaquin Valley Waterfowl exhibit in the Academy's Museum, has been 
selected as especially appropriate to the theme of conservation of our wildlife 
and other natural resources. 

We wish to quote in this connection from the February,y1945, issue of 
“Animal Kingdom,” some excerpts from an editorial by Mr, Fairfield Osborn, 
President of the New York Zoélogical Society: 

Emphasis must be placed to a greater extent than heretofore upon the pres- 
ervation not only of wild animal life itself but at the same time on the saving 


of natural habitat areas, namely forests, soils and waterways, on which all 
animals, including man himself, are dependent. The velocity of destruction 
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
